Elizabeth) for writing againſt the errors of the Papiſts ; tis but reaſonable for 
me to think bro under the fame Obligation for writing againſt the dan- 
gerous errors of the Quakers ; for ſurely there has not appeared a more com- 
pleat Monſter upon the Stage ſince the days of Simen | Magus, than George Fox 
was in his day ; nor did S702 Magus more applaud himſelf nor more of his 
Followers adore him ; nor take greater care to continue the Memory of him, 
than the Quakers have done of G. Fox, witneſs the reprint of his Labours, his 
Travels, his Miracles and Wonders : Inſonwuch, that what many Ages have 
perplexed the Church withal ſingly, we are affaulted with at once; as if 
the ſcattered Limbs of Hereſy had rallied andreinforced themſelves for a freſh 
Battle. I have ſeen Muggleton's Tranſcendent Spiritual Treatiſe, &c. and I can- 
not find that he holds pace with Geerge Fox in his Books, Truths Defence, &C. 
Sauls Errand, &c, A Threefold Eſtate of Antichrift, &c. and divers other Books 
wrote formerly, and which they ſtill own, commend, and recommend to 
their Diſciples, as Books wrote by divine Authority, yea from the Eternal 
Spirit, aud Puwsr of God , ſee Sect. the XVI. Nay, in many things Muggle- 
zon and the Quakers ſeem to be Twins : For Muggleton ſays, *is not lawful to 
fight with a Sword of Steel, ſo ſay the Quakers; at leaſt until they get 
power into their hands, as in Perſilvania, where they can both fight with a 
Carnal Sword, fine, impriſon, and perſecute their Brethren, as the Trial of 
G. Keith, and others, ſets forth at large. Muggleton denies the Bleſſed Trini ty, 
ſo do the Quakers ; ſee I. Pen's Sandy Foundation Shaken, 8c.
